Mike Bell won his second straight 
overall Support Class victory 
since signing with Team Yamaha. 
Bell, back on a familiar 250, 
dominated both motos for a 1-1 
score and the overall at the 500 
National in St. Peters, MO. 


The Laverda Owners Club (U.S.A.) 
has moved from Indianapolis to 6157 
Mary Beth Cove, Bartlett, TN 38134. 


The U.S. Treasury Department has 
decided to investigate charges by 
Harley-Davidson that major 
Japanese motorcycle 
manufacturers are dumping (or 
selling below fair value) bikes in 
the United States. The 
investigation is expected to take 
six months, so a decision should be 
announced sometime in January, 
1978. The official notice of the 
impending investigation said 
“|. there is information indicating 
that the margin by which the 
domestic producer is being 
undersold by Japanese imports 
would be completely or almost 
completely eliminated were the 
apparent margins of dumping 
eliminated.” In plain. English, that 
means that if the Treasury 
Department decides that the 
Japanese manufacturers have 
been “dumping.” then KZ1000s, 
Gold Wings, and other large-bore 
street bikes will cost as much as 
Harley-Davidson Sportsters 
($3,200-$3,400) and maybe even 
Lowriders ($4,350). 


It boils down to this: if you want to buy 
a motorcycle at a reasonable price, you 
better buy it before January of'next , 
year. Unless, of.course, your idea of a 
good deal on a high performance bike 
is a $3,400 Harley-Davidson Sportster.

Six 
additional photos starring Kenny 
appeared with Gary van Voorhis’ 
story on the inside. In the Sears 
Point coverage, a shot showed 
Kenny in the background, catching 
Dale Singleton and Gary Nixon.

Continental Motocross Club’s (CMC) 
July 31 motocross at Saddleback Park 
will feature a $1,200 purse. If that's 
not enough to get you up there on a 
dead run, there will be another 
infamous “Mini Pro class.” It isn’t for 
miniature pros, but rather for regular 
pros on minibikes. It's a $5 post entry, 
10095 payback affair, and entrants 
must be riding another pro class. 


If you have a minibike, but are not 
eligible for the Mini Pro class, 
show up anyway. The last time 
‘CMC ran this class, some minibike 
riders made a bundle loaning their 
bikes to the participating pros in 
exchange for a split of the purse. 


Evel Knievel won over $500 in bets 
placed in the press box before the start 
of the Camel Pro Series TT held at 
Ascot on July 23. Knievel bet that his 
rider, Gary Scott, would win for the 
fourth straight year. Scott did just 
that. 


The August issue of Car and Driver 
features a “shootout” between a 
Firebird Trans-AM and a Kawasaki 
KZ1000. Surprisingly, the car won. 
In a graphic illustration of the fact 
that car guys should stick to 
testing cars, the test rider took an 
amazing 234 feet to stop the 
KZ1000 from 70 miles per hour. 
That's about 75 feet more than our 
experience says a good rider needs 
to stop a KZ1000. 


Takazumi Katayama won the 350cc 
class at the Swedish Road Racing 
Grand Prix, beating Kork Ballington 
and Patrick Fernandez after Johnny 
Cecotto dropped out on the seventh 
lap with mechanical problems. 
Katayama is almost certain to be the 
350cc World Champion this year. 


The infamous Dirt Diggers M.C. 
has announced that their 
Hopetown Classic will be held at 
an un-named location on the 
weekend of November. 5-6. 
According to informed sources, 
several breweries have expressed 
interest in sponsoring the event. 
One rumor is that the race will be 
held at Racing World. 


Something new in the desert: 
California Racing Club (CRC) is 
trying an optional pro class at the 
August 7. CRC race. Experts and 
Amateurs can race for money instead 
of trophies by signing up as a pro and 
paying a $20 entry fee. Points will still 
be awarded as usual. 





Australian Warren Willing and his 
ace California wrench, George 
Vukmonovich (above) were denied 
entry to the disco club at Brands 
Hatch (England) the Saturday night 
before the recent (July 10) Formula 
750 World Championship road race 
held there. Willing, Vukmonovich, 
and New Zealander Stu Avant 
were kept out of the club by 
bouncers because they were 
wearing demin jeans. Willing 
finished fifth in the race won by 
Steve Baker. 


The Monroe/S&W International 
Motorcycle Olympiad is scheduled for 
September 17-18 in Southern 
California. Malcolm Smith, Larry 
Roeseler, Dick -Burelson, Mike 
Hannon, Jim Fishback, Tom Penton, 
Jack Penton, Bill Uhl, Lars Larson, 
Carl Cranke, Chris Carter, John 
Hateley and Rick Hocking have signed 
up for the six-event, two-day 
happening. The contest, billed as 
being “to determine the world’s best 
all-around motorcycle racer,” will 
feature motocross, road race, drag 
race, short track, TT and observed 
trials competition. Each entrant must 
compete with one motorcycle for the 
events. One problem remains: the race 
date conflicts with the September 17 
Toledo, Ohio Camel Pro Series half 
mile. Thus, the likelihood of getting 
the top AMA pros to compete is slim.

This means blasting 
around camps and. up and down fire 
roads. People come to the desert not 
only to race but relax, so when some 
nerd drives around in his dune buggy 
at midnight or makes 40 speed runs up 
the road scattering dust on people's 
dinner, the outcome will not only be 
disqualification but maybe some irate 
racer following you back to your 
camp. Use your heads and think of 
others. :

500cc National Motocross — Round two 


Honda's Smith 
and Croft fly 
with spirit at 


St. Louis 


By Jim Gianatsis 
ST. PETERS, MO, JULY 24 


The Honda steamroller paved the course at 
Cycle World U.S.A.,as Marty Smith and Tommy 
Croft pulled down the top two spots in round 
two of the Mr. PIBB 500cc National Champion- 


ship MX Series this weekend. While 
the SoCal riders collected the big 
bucks, Texas stars Steve Stackable and 
Kent Howerton, who had dominated 
the series’ opener the weekend before, 
suffered mechanical problems in 
Sunday's second moto, knocking both 
out of their top spots in the point 
standings. 

Suzuki's Tony DiStefano took third 
overall in his bid to be the first rider to 
win two National titles in one season. 


Moto one 

The weather and its near 100° 
temperatures once again were a 
determing factor in the racing as Croft 
and Smith left the remaining field of 
38 thinking they were up against a 
visual “heat wave” when all they saw 
was blurred red after the gate dropped 
for the opening moto. 

Croft had the lead ahead of Marty 
as they pulled away from Yamaha's 
Pierre Karsmakers, Husky's Howerton, 
Bultaco’s Kenny Zahrt, Honda's Jim 
Pomeroy, Maico’s Stackable, 
Yamaha’s Bob Hannah, DiStefano 
and Yamaha's Rick Burgett. 

After following his teammate for six 
laps Marty pulled up the throttle slide 
on his Dave Arnold-prepared RC400 
works Honda and edged on by Tommy 
to show who was the team leader. 


“We were both cruisin’. We knew if 
we went too fast it would tire us out,” 
Smith explained how he and Croft set 
their pace the rest of the way to the 
checkered flag. “There was no use in 
taking a chance on crashing into each 
other.” 

Tommy was equally concerned 
about not trying too hard — “It was a 
piece of cheese cake. After Marty got 
by me I just set my pace on 
him...unless he crashed...l. just 
wanted us to finish one-two." 

Jim Pomeroy made a strong charge 
to move up and join his Honda 
teammates around the midpoint of the 
moto, but only succeeded in 
exhausting himself in the heat and 
dropped back to eventh after chal- 
lenging Howerton for fourth spot. 

Pierre. maintained his third spot 
through sheer determination the 
entire 45 minutes, but the effort would 
leave him with all his strength gone in 
the final round. 

Stackable rode smoothly to finish 
fifth ahead of DiStefano. Gaylon 
Mosier might have passed his Maico 
teammate, Stackable, as he used sheer 
guts to blast his way up from a 28th 
place start to eighth before a broken 
chain made the whole effort fruitless. 

The well-prepared track played 
havoc with Team Yamaha as the deep, 


tacky berms bent the brake and shift 
levers on both Burgett’s and Hannah's 
bikes and they required repeated stops 
in the mechanic's signaling area for 
repairs. 


Moto two 


The second 45-minute session 
unfolded into the best raee of. the 
young series so far and would see more 
leaders than anyone could remember 
at any one previous National. 

Karsmakers bolted his OW26 
Yamaha out of the gate first, tailed by 
Semics, Smith, Stackable, DiStefano, 
Howerton, Burgett and Gary Jones. 
Right behind the previous 250cc 
National champ (Jones), Tommy 
Croft thought his chance for an overall 
win was gone as he ran into the back of 
Mosier's Maico. 

"I tipped over there in the third turn 
after the start and couldn't get back to 
my bike until the entire field went by." 

Working back up from dead.last, 
Tomahawk Tommy would be up in 
sixth before the race ended. 
Unfortunately only mechanic Roy 
Turner would keep track of his rider's 
progress because everyone else's eyes 
were on the lead. 

Howerton and Stackable both 
retired to the pits on the opening lap 
to toughen the chance of a Texan 
repeating as 500cc champ. Kent 
sheared a gearbox countershaft, a 
problem his Husky had suffered twice 
in the 1976 Trans-AMA. Steve 
collapsed his Maico's front fork on an 
extremely rough and fast downhill 
after bottoming-out at the base of the 
hill and crashing into a fence. It 
happened so fast Stackable couldn't 
tell 1f the hill or his bike's fork caused 
him to zero in on the trackside fence. 

Karsmakers was making a valiant 
effort for the overall win, which might 
have been possible with Croft down in 
the pack and Smith losing four places 
when he boggled a turn. The effort 
and the heat were more than Pierre 
could take at 20 minutes into the 
moto. Nodding his head from side-to- 
side, bouncing from one side of the 
track to the other and continuously 
losing control, the Yamaha team 
signaled Karsmakers into the pits 
before the effect of heat exhaustion 
caused him to get hurt. 

Karsmakers wasn’t alone as 
numerous riders were pulling off the 
track, wilted from the heat and 
humidity. 


“Lumberjack” Burgett kept hopes 
high in the Yamaha camp as he 
wheeled his OW400 past Semics and 
into the lead just as Pierre pulled off. 
This was kid's stuff compared to a day 
of logging in the Oregon forests and 
little Ricky began riding off into the 
distance. 


For five laps the gap increased on 
Semics, who was having his own 
problems with an unbelieveable Marty 
Tripes on the 351cc Harley-Davidson. 
Tripes had come up out of nowhere 
and was passing everybody. Suddenly; 
Burgett couldn't believe his luck — or 
lack thereof — when he landed at the 
bottom of the hill which put Stackable 
out of commission and found his 
handlebar ends bent down to his 
knees. The force of the landing off the 
hill twisted the steel like a pretzel, 


Semics was beginning to think his 
KX400 Kawasaki was never going to 
get a shot at the lead, because just as 
Burgett was forced to slow with his 
twisted bars, Tripes elbowed his way 
by into first spot. The some 6,000 
spectators crowding the fencing went 
wild. No one could believe that Marty 
Tripes was leading the National on a 
Harley! Least of all the Harley 
mechanics who hadn't learned how to 
write "1" on the chalkboard like their 
colleagues on the Grand National 
circuit can do in their sleep. 


The orange and black H-D effort 
proved short-lived, though, as Smith 
said afterwards, “!t was just too hot to 
charge all the way through and expect 
to finish.” And sure enough, after two 
laps of glory for the American 
manufacturer, Tripes began to fade 
like an Eskimo in the Sahara. Two 
more laps and he had collapsed on the 
side of the track. Finally, Semics had 
the lead. 


But wait! With just three laps to go, 
Marty Smith had reworked his way 
back up from seventh spot to second 
and was closing fast. Semics tried to 
find some more throttle cable but the 
gap kept shrinking. It looked like 
Marty would catch Gary to round out 
a perfect day of back-to-back moto 
wins, but as they entered the last lap 
Semics had just enough strength in 
reserve to stay the charge. Semics took 
his Rick Jones-wrenched Kawasaki 
across the line 10 feet ahead of Smith, 
with Hannah, Tony D, Husky’s Chuck 
Sun, Croft, Burgett, Eierstedt, 





Pomeroy and Staten following. 

“I was saving a little energy,” said 
overall winner Marty Smith back in 
the pits, "and three laps from the end I 
started going for it. I guess I should 
have started four laps from the end. 
Semics was riding like his old self." 


250cc Support class 

Yamaha's classified secret weapon, 
Mike Bell, continued his annihilation 
of the series’ Support class. The SoCal 


go-faster did just what was needed to 
pull off both 30-minute moto wins 
with this works Yamaha. 


"I rode about 90% all day. It didn’t 
matter if I won by only 10 feet as long 
as I was out front at the finish. The 
way the 500cc class Experts were 
fading out in the heat made me not 
want to push any harder than I had 
to,” said Bell. 


Bell’s lead in both motos was 
certainly small enough to give 
everyone an impression that there was 
some potent racing going on. 


In the opening moto FMF's Gary 
Ogden worked his RM Suzuki around 
eastern speedsters Rick Walsworth, 
Tod Perkins, Charles Holcomb, Mark 
Barnett and Terry Clark to finish right 
behind Bell. 


In the second moto the heat seemed 
to get the best of everyone except Bell 
and Mark Barnett, who dogged Mike 
the entire race to finish second this 
time with his Suzuki. Barnett clung to 
Bell’s rear fender and over in the 
Suzuki factory pits, the team manager 
was taking more than a passing 
interest in Mark’s performance. e.

Boody regains Camel Pro points lead

GARDENA, CA, JULY 23 


The two oldest bikes in the field battled for 25 
laps before Gary Scott, who led all the way, 
crossed the line first to win the American Mo- 
torcyclist Assn. (AMA) Grand National/Camel 
Pro Series TT at Ascot Park. 


The win was the second for Scott 
aboard the nine-year-old Triumph, 
this year sponsored by stuntman Evel 
Knievel. It was also the fourth straight 
win for Scott in the annual TT. No 
other rider has won four straight 
annual events in AMA Grand 
National competition. 

Harley-Davidson factory riders Ted 
Boody (141) and Jay Springsteen (139) 
regained the lead in the Camel Pro 
series when the battery broke on 
Kenny Roberts’ factory Yamaha. 
Roberts now has 136 points; Scott has 
105. Roberts had led by one point 
going into the race and received a 
$8,000 check for doing so before the 
race. 


Time Trials 

Kenny Roberts was easily the fastest 
qualifier, running past the clocks in 
45.57 seconds. John Hateley (Jack 
Hateley Ent./PJ1 Lubricants Tri) was 
second fastest at 46.17 despite primary 
chain troubles during practice. Boody 
and Scott were next, then Castle Rock 
TT winner Randy Skiver (Torco 
Oil/Messler Perf./KRW Tri) and Alex 
Jorgenson, who would continually 
challenge Scott in the National aboard 
his 10-year-old BSA. 


Heat Races 
Steve Eklund (Mario Zanotti Yam) 


jumped in front of the first heat, with 
Roberts running second and Skiver 
third. Roberts challenged Eklund 
often in the turns before getting by 
entering the infield on the last lap. 

The second heat had an assortment 
of leaders, as first Corky Keener (AMF 
Harley-Davidson), then Mike Kidd 
(Mert Lawwill H-D) led before John 
Hateley took over. Jorgenson passed 
Hateley three laps from the finish and 
set the fastest time of the heats, 
7:46.71. Rick Hocking, newly- 
mounted on the Shell Racing 
Specialties Yamaha, took the last 
transfer to the main. 


Larry Legarra (Tri) holeshot the 
third heat, only to crash in the infield. 
Jay Springsteen, who had been 
running third, moved into the lead, 
with Dave Aldana (Tri) second, Boody, 
third and Brad Hurst (Tri) fourth, 
Boody soon moved into second and 
challenged Springsteen several times. 
On the last lap, Boody pulled under 
Springer going into the half-mile turn 
on the last lap, but Springsteen got a 
tremendous burst of speed and won. 
Aldana finally ended up third. 

Don Carlyle (Lynne Ulicki H-D) 
holeshot the final heat, but John 
Gennai (Tri), Gary Scott, Paul 
Bostrom (Circle Bell Enterprises Tri) 
and Randy Goss (Vista Sheen/Full 





House H-D) were past him in a hurry. 
Five laps later, Scott was on his way to 
the win, while Bostrom pulled into 
second. Goss and Gennai played pass 
and repass, with Goss getting the final 
transfer at the flag. 

Semis 

Mike Kidd jumped into the lead at 
the start of the first semi and held on 
to. win. After some early position 
swapping, Pat McCaul (Nor) held 
second, but he dropped out with a 
broken primary chain. Skip Aksland 
(PJ1 Lubricants/Don Dart Yam) 
moved into second and made the 
main. 

The second semi was plagued first 
with starter jumping, and then with 
the drop outs. Gennai was sent to the 
penalty line after the second start was 
red-flagged; his. engine overheated 
and he was never in the hunt. John 
Allison (Shell Racing Yam) and Brad 
Hurst swapped the lead a few times, 
then Hurst pulled off the track. 
Allison looked like he had the win, 
until he too coasted off the track, with 
busted rear sprocket bolts. Carlyle 
picked up the lead and held it to the 
finish over Walt Foster (T&D Racing 
Engines 500 Yam). 


Trophy Main 
Terry Dorsch (Love Bros. Tri) led 


the trophy main from one end to the 
other. Keener trailed him through 
every lap, pulling close, but never 
close enough to challenge. Mike 
Sullivan (Dinosaur Racing/Jim McKee 
BSA) finished third. 


25-lap National 

"This thing's paid for itself a few 
times," Gary Scott would say of the 
Triumph he rode to victory over Alex 
Jorgenson in the National. 

Scott immediately jumped into the 
lead at the start of the race, followed 
by Jorgenson, Hateley, . Roberts, 
Bostrom and Springsteen. 

On the third lap, Dave Aldana got 
into a tank slapper going down a short 
straight in the infield and was pitched 
off the bike. Kidd was also involved. 
The ambulance attendants looked at 
Aldana, who shook it off and walked 
back to the pits, through for the night. 
Kidd rejoined the race. 


Scott and Jorgenson again shot into 
the lead on the single-file restart. 
Roberts passed Hateley and moved up 
on Jorgenson’s tail. Hateley was also 
passed by Springsteen and Bostrom; 
the three of them were a scrapping 
pack slightly back from the leaders. 
Eklund, Hocking and Kidd completed

Russians lead chase 
for 250cc Motocross 
World Championship

This year’s world 250cc motocross series is 
shaping up to be a Red Revolution, with 
Russians Gennady Moisseev and Vladimir 
Kavinov poised for a world one-two. 


Both men currently hold the top two 
places in the championship table; 
Moisseev with 163 points and Kavinov 
with 143, Between them they have won 
11 out of the 18 championship races so 
far on their Austrian KTM machines 
and with just three rounds remaining 
the odds are all in their favor. 


For Moisseev it will be his second 
title: he won in 1974 after a 
controversial FIM jury decision from 
runner-up Czech Jaroslav Falta. And 
in 1976 Moisseev was beaten into 
second place by Finn Heikki Mikkola 
(Husqvarna) who won by a single net 
point. 

Moisseev's victory will be a victory 
for blood and guts and courage: every 
time he's finished a race he's scored. 
He quits a race only when his mount 
breaks down. 

Moisseev, a soldier in Russia's red 
army, came to the opening round of 
the series at Sabadell near Barcelona, 
Spain on April 3 a determined man. 
Through his interpreter before the 
race he explained that this second 
place in 1976 just wasn’t good enough 
and this year he was going all out to 
win. 

True to his word, he blasted straight 
out into the lead from the start ahead 


of teammate and fellow Russian 
Anatole Ovchinnikov, But soon tall 
Belgian Raymond Boven on the 
Spanish factory Montesa was up 
behind Moisseev and he stalked the 
Russian for seven laps. Then, right in 
front of the grandstand and many of 
the 35,000 excited spectators, Boven 
dove inside on a steep left-hander and 
took the lead. 

Boven's joy was short lived, for one 
lap later the Russian was ahead again 
and Boven again was the challenger. 
But Boven certainly wasn't beaten 一 
after three more laps he swooped and 
passed Moisseev to claim the lead. The 
two men diced nose-to-tail, side-by- 
side until Boven pulled away to win 
while Moisseev slowed with a leaking 
exhaust. 

Kavinov took third spot early on but 
had to fight very hard to keep it. He 
lost his place several times to West 
German giant Hans Maisch on the 
German Maico and only regained 
third spot as the German collided with 
Boven and retired with a badly bent 
gear lever. 

1975 champion Belgian Harry 
Everts made his grand prix debut on 
the latest Spanish Bultaco and 
managed a-useful fifth place behind 


sole factory Husqvarna rider, Swede 
Hakan Carlqvist. 


American newcomer Marty Moates 
made a terrific and promising debut 
for the Spanish Ossa factory, fighting 
up to fourth place in the first race on 


‘ an outclassed machine, before an oil 


seal blew on the motor's drive side and 
he was forced to retire. On the 
strength of his performance in Spain 
the factory offered Moates a contract 
for two years and the 20-year-old rider 
jumped at it. 

The second race at Sabadell lacked 
the sparkle of the first and was marred 
by a huge first-bend pile up that 
sidelined Kavinov. 


Man of the race was without a doubt 
Maisch, who took the lead from the 
second moto start and held on to it to 
the checkered flag ahead of a race- 
long, three-way tussel between Everts, 
Boven and Czéch Jaroslav Falta (CZ). 
Falta eventually came through to take 
runner-up spot while 500cc grand prix 
contender, (and 1973 World 
Champion on a Yamaha) Swede 
Hakan Andersson, making his debut 
for Montesa, claimed third place 
ahead of Everts. 


What of Moisseev? The Russian was 
one of the last to get away after that 
first crash and found that his front 
brake refused to work properly. He 
soldiered on to finish 10th. 

Fifth was Belgian Andre Malherbe 
on the incredibly noisy KTM — he 
ended that day with 12 points, but was 
going to prove later on in the series 
that he really was a force to be 
reckoned with. 


Giving the Spanish round-a miss was 
sole Japanese campaigner Tarao 
Suzuki (Suzuki). 

Exactly two weeks later the 
championship contenders met in 
Payerne in Switzerland and Moisseev 
used the occasion to settle down at the 
top of the table...and he's never been 
toppled from it to date. 

Third and second places in both 
races were worth another 22 points to 
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the Russian, who ended the day with 
36 grand prix points — two more than ` 
Everts, who beat Moisseev in the first 
race. 

True to his gritty form, Moisseev 
made a meteoric recovery from a 
terrible start in the first race to fight 
up from 17th place and chase winner 
Everts and runner-up Jean Paul 
Mingels (Belgium, Montesa) over the 
line. 















As the flag dropped for the start of 
the first race 25,000 spectators 
watched West German Fritz Schneider 
(KTM) make a lightning getaway and 
power into the lead by the first bend. 
He was soon overhauled by Swede 
Torlief Hansen .on the works 
Kawasaki. Hansen — who'd missed 
the first round of the series as a result 
of various sprains sustained in a crash 
at an international race in France in 
March — was under pressure from 
Mingels and West German Hans 
Maisch (Maico) and when he crashed 
after 25 minutes it was the German 
who took the lead. But then he too 
went out after tangling with a back 
marker and the Belgian duo of Everts 
(who was coming up from behind) and 
Mingels reaped the benefit with 
Moisseev close behind. That's the way 
they ended up. Kavinov failed to score 
after colliding with Jaroslav Falta (CZ) 
on the first lap. 



















































Next time out the “Belgian 
supremacy was obliterated with 
Kavinov in complete command from 
start to finish and Moisseev shadowing 
him from the first corner to the last. 
Third for several laps, Everts crashed 
and recovered to finish eighth — 
Mingels had replaced him in third for 
a~ while, but succumbed to the 
pressure. Overpowered by Hansen and 
Maisch, followed by Swedish ex-ice- 
hockey star Hakan Carlqvist on the 
sole works Husqvarna, (who. had 
stopped with gear box trouble in the 
first race), Mingels made sixth spot. 

While young Briton Neil Hudson 
(Maico) failed to finish after his 
seventh place in the first race, 
Californian Marty Moates (Ossa) 
clinched his first score of the series 
with seventh despite a minor spili soon 
after the start. 


The third’ round at Borgloon, 
Belgium on April 24 was a miserable 
affair. Almost taking second billing to 
a round of the Belgian solo 
championships and held in the middle 
of an apple orchard, the grand prix 
was made worse by the torrential rain. 
It made the mud very, very sticky and 
the young Belgians were finding it 
difficult to get up one of the hills in 
practice. Another problem was the 
course, which wound back on itself 
like some great worm. It had never 
been the venue for a grand prix before 
and safety precautions were poor — 
very little space between the tapes, the 
ropes and the apple trees. 





Moisseev made the most of it: with 
victory in both races he jumped 
further into the lead and ended the 
day with 66 points to runner up Everts’ 
52. 


Moisseev blasted straight into the 
lead from the start on lap one and, but 
for a tumble that let Everts through 
for one lap, would have led for the 
whole distance: The second race was 
also a real Moisseev benefit — he led 
from start to finish again. 

Little Belgian Everts did well in the 
first race to finish second, but didn’t 
do so well in the second. He started 
fifth and got caught up in a bunch of 
riders, including Kavinov, who soon 
got past, and Everts only managed to 
finish fifth. 


_. Czech Jaroslav Falta (CZ) started 
third in the first leg but crashed 
spectacularly on the second lap of the 
second race. He rejoined the fray but 
soon retired. 

Hansen went out when his bike lost 
its chain in the thick mud three times. 

An early retirement was Hakan 
Carlqvist, who crashed very seriously 
and was taken away to the hospital 
with a cracked shin bone — he hasn't 
raced since and his bike, an 


experimental factory Husky, was, 


converted into a 400cc machine for 
Arne Lodal to ride in the 500cc grands 
prix. 


Surprise of the second race was little 
Japanese Tarao Suzuki on the Suzuki. 
He finished second, though a long, 
long way behind Moisseev after a super 
dice with Hansen before he retired. 

Things went drastically wrong for 
Moisseev in Czechoslovakia on April 
30, however. Without a doubt the 
toughest round of the series the 
Czechoslovakian Grand Prix was held 
at Holice over a very hard, bumpy, 
dusty and in some places, very fast 
circuit. It’s very tough on the riders 
too. 


Overall winner was Czech Antonin 
Baborovsky who, in front of a partisan 
30,000-strong crowd, completely 
dominated the meeting. 

Moisseev was forced out of the first 
race when the rear wheel of his KTM 
broke up. Then, he retired early in the 
second race with more mechanical 
troubles. 

In complete contrast, Baborovsky, 
back in llth place after a dreadful 
start in the second leg, battled through 
to third place by lap 10, and although 
he could not catch the flying Kavinov, 
together with his victory in the first leg 
it was enough to give him the overall 
first. . 


At the start of the first leg British 
hopes ran high as Neil Hudson 
(Maico) charged away with the 
leaders. Local boy Frantisek Jirka (CZ) 
led for.the first three laps but then 
Baborovsky made his move and built 
up a lead of 28 seconds by the end of 
the race. Baborovsky finished 
exhausted, practically falling off his 
bike as he crossed the line. 


Everts soon got up to third place as 
the experts began to pass the tiring 
Jirka and that's where he stayed for the 
distance. Home favorite Falta came 
storming through from a bad start to 
fifth place, only to crash on the eighth 
lap and retire because of pain in his 
shoulder. 


As the riders charged away from the 
gate at the second leg there was a 
moment of glory for another local, 
Morosav.Jirka (CZ), brother of 
Frantisek, who led for one lap. 
However, Falta recovered after his first 
race crash, roared into the lead never 
to be challenged and scored his only 
win of the series so far. Consistent 
Kavinov again grabbed the runner-up 
spot while behind him West German 
Hans Maisch got back into contention 


on his Maico,"but lost a' dice with ''*

Baborovsky. 

The Italian Grand Prix on May 8 at 
Apiro was the setting for the second 
Moisseev double win. His 30 points 


took him near to the "ton" with 96, 22 


points more than nearest rival 
Kavinov. 

In the first race it took Moisseev just 
four laps to overhaul early leader and 
local boy Alberto Rustignioli 
(Montesa) and from then on he was 
never headed. At the half distance the 
Italian still held second place while in 
sixth place West-German Hans Maisch 
was storming through the field after a 
bad start. 

Challenging the leaders, Anatole 
Ovchinnikov was in fourth spot when 
he struck trouble 10 minutes from the 
end. He lost the seat of his KTM and: 
then retired. 

That put Maisch further up the 
field but with two laps to go disaster 
struck — .Maisch's bike's front wheel 
spindle collapsed. It was left to Maico 
teammate Hudson to grab the factory 
their only points — he came through 
to eighth at the flag. 

In the second leg the Russian army 
was in command after four laps, with 
Kavinov, Ovchinnikov and Moisseev in 
the first three places. Their 
domination was short lived, for by the 
half distance Swede Torleif Hansen 
and Frenchman Jean Jacques Bruno 
(KTM) had pushed Ovchinnikov back 
to fifth with Moisseev ahead of 
Kavinov. 

Stocky little Japanese Tarao Suzuki 
came very close to winning the 
Austrian Grand Prix overall held at 
Schwanenstadt the following week 
(May 15). In third place on the 
strenuous, tight and hilly track early 


on in the first race his rear tire: 


punctured, yet amazingly at half 
distance he was still there. But the 
sheer effort of controlling the sliding 
Suzuki in the heavy mud began to tell 
and 10 minutes from the end he was 
relegated to a very creditable fifth 
place by winner Kavinov in super 
form. Not letting bad luck get him 
down Suzuki went out in the second 
looking for victory and very nearly 
found it. Everything went right for 
Suzuki but he just could not hold off 
Kavinov, and after a superb display of 
close-quarters combat he had to be 
content with second place as Kavinov 
came past two laps from the end. 
Kavinov made overall victory by a 
single point from Suzuki — 19 to 18 
points. 

The second race was a real 
disappointment for Moisseev who 
made no impression on the 
proceedings in the first race at all and 
retired early on when his head gasket 
blew. 

The Russian round-of the series at 
Kishinev just north of Odessa by the 
Black Sea was something of a farce. 
The Russians as usual had been very 
awkward with Visas and refused them 
to Jean Paul Mingels and Harry Everts' 
mechanic. Not surprisingly, on home 
ground, and with an over 50,000 
crowd of patriotic fans Moisseev won 
both races with Kavinov behind him 
each time. After that performance in 
the thick mud Moisseev had collected 
141 points to Kavinov's 117. Managing 
one of his best rides of the series 
Jaroslav Falta broke up a Russian 1-2- 
5 in the first race by beating Vladimir 
Khudiakov for third place. In the 
second, however, it was Ovchinnikov 
(KTM) who completed the Russian 1- 
2-3. 

In sharp contrast Moisseev had a 
disappointing day at the next round of 
the series two weeks later at Karlovac 
in Yugoslavia on June 5. He was 
slowed with a mis-timed engine in the 
first race, but nevertheless managed to 
just get in the points when he finished 
ninth. He did somewhat better in the 
second race but the motor still didn’t 








seem to be running quite right and the 
best he could do was sixth place. That 
upped his championship score to 148 
but Kavinov's fourth and eighth meant 
that Moisseev's lead was now just 20 
points. In a day of changing fortunes · 
Czech Antonin Baborovsky managed 
his second win of the series in the first 
race from Frenchman Daniel Pean 
(Maico) with Belgian Jean Paul 
Mingels (Montesa) third ahead of 
Kavinov and young Britain Neil 
Hudson (Maico). 

Not one of the first five in the first 
race managed to repeat their 
performance in the second. This time - 
the winner was Anatole Ovchinnikov 
(CZ). He beat Belgian Andre 
Malherbe (KTM) with, German Hans 
Maisch (Maico) third, followed by 
Sweden's Torleif Hansen and Belgian's 
Harry Everts who was having a 
disappointing ride. 

Events took a dramatic turn, 
however, at the most recent grand prix 
— the West German round held June 
19 at Beuern — when the formidable 
Russians were beaten overall by 
winner Belgian Andre Malherbe 
(KTM). The opening race was 
dramaticaly led off the line by 
Britain's Geoff Mayes (Kawasaki) who 


' has had a pathetic non-scoring ride up 


until now. But although quickly 
relegated by Moisseev and Everts, 
Mayes clung on behind the latter's 
Bultaco. 

Moisseev rapidly pulled out 10 
seconds on Everts as Hansen, who had 
started 14th, came storming through 
to fifth on lap 12. But he was unable to 
find a way past Suzuki who had come 
through to fourth place and held that 
spot by a fraction of a second at the 
checkered flag. - 

Malherbe pressed Everts hard for 
second place but was never able to 
squeeze through and he lost ground in 
the closing stages. 

Kavinov had crashed on the third 
lap while lying sixth and failed to score 
any points, but he was able to make 
amends in the second race. 

Making the most of rear tire 
punctures which sidelined early leader 
Moisseey and the on-form Hansen, 
Kavinov was able to come through to 
victory in the second race. Hansen 
looked invincible when he took the 
lead as Moisseev retired but suddenly 
seemed to go off form two laps from 
home and slid agonizingly down to 
third spot. 

Everts was out after five laps with a 
broken gear box, leaving Malherbe 
and Baborovsky fighting for the 
places, clear of a tight scrap between 
Suzuki and Maisch, which was 
resolved when the former suffered an 
engine seizure with only five minutes 
of racing left. 

So that's the way things stand at the 
moment with Moisseev firmly planted 
at the top of the table with Kavinov 20 
points behind, and Everts trailing on 
103. Any one of these three could 
become world champion. But with 
only three rounds remaining the odds 
are that the end result will be a 
Russian 1-2. The man who could upset 
the apple cart, of course, is wily 
Belgian Andre Malherbe, who has 
proven that he is capable of extremely 
good results and could conceivably 
beat countryman Everts for third place 
overall. e.

the top nine. Castle Rock winner 
Skiver was nearly last and without 
brakes. 

Boody soon moved up and joined 
the fray, passing Bostrom and Hateley 
to trail teammate Springsteen. 

By the halfway point in the race, 
Scott and Jorgenson had moved the 
battle away from Roberts, who was 
well ahead of Springsteen. Bostrom 
had dropped out. 

On the 15th lap, Roberts’ engine cut 
out after the big jump and Springsteen 
moved up and passed leaving the 
infield. Three laps later, Roberts was 
out with a broken battery. 

Scott's rear tire was wearing out 
quickly, calling for a change of 
strategy. “I rode so that no one could 
get underneath me,” said Scott later. 
“The bike was sliding a lot.” Using the 
outside cushion as much as possible, 
Scott stayed in the lead, though 
Jorgenson nearly got by in the turn 
before the jump. 

Though the shift shaft broke on the 
15th lap and Boody was stuck in third 
gear, he was still out to pass his 
teammate. "I was trying too hard to 
pass Jay, and I lost it," said Boody of 
the crash that dropped him behind 
Hocking, Eklund and Goss. 

Springsteen also went down in the 
closing stages of the race. Going 
through a tight left-hander that led 
out of the infield, he lost it. "I got into 
some of that deep stuff and (gesturing) 
lost the front end," Springsteen said. 
His mechanic, Bill Werner, ran over 
and helped him get going again, but 
not before Hateley had gotten past. 

Sponsor Evel Knievel was on hand 
for the winner's circle ceremonies, 
where Scott was congratulated for his 
third Grand National win of the year. 
Jorgenson was second, just as he had 
done at the Astrodome TT. The 
winner of the Astrodome TT, Hateley, 
was third, followed by Springsteen, 
Hocking, Eklund, Goss, Boody, 
Aksland and Foster. 

Roberts, who wound up with one 
National point for 14th place, said 
after the race that he would be seeing 
a doctor on Monday, July 25. “I’ve 
been sick ever since I got back from 
Europe. I was sick in bed this week and 
the week before....I had trouble 
breathing tonight.” e

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Lackey 


Talks Motocross

t the age of 24, Brad Lackey has 
experienced the entire spectrum 
of motocross competition, from a 
privateer on a CZ to a serious 
World Championship contender with 
Team Honda. ў 

“I owe everything to one man,” said Brad. “He 
believed in me when no one else did and helped me 
get started the right way. When I went to the 
CZ factory he. gave me a booklet that he made of 
new one dollar bills glued together on one end 
like'a coupon book. Whenever I needed anything 
for my CZ all I did was tear a few of the crisp dollar 
bills and the ported cylinder I needed was mine. I 
can't tell you how much his help and friendship 
have meant to me. I can't think of a way to even 
begin to repay him." Brad speaks of Dick R.K. 
Lightner, an early sponsor. 


Now, right after becoming the first American to 
win a 500cc Motocross Grand Prix overall, Brad 
planned to drive to Seattle, Washington to visit his 
longtime friend, R.K. “If I didn’t get to visit him I 
would feel really bad. He would never say anything

but I've got to see and thank him again,” Brad said. 
Thanking friends who helped him along the way 
to his most important victory — the 500cc World 
Championship round in England on July 3, was a 
top priority for Brad upon his return home for a 
four-week break from the Grand Prix wars. 


Lackey isn't as well known in America as he 
might be because he has devoted his time and 
efforts to racing in Europe for the World 
Championship. The Grand Prix only comes to the 
United States once a year, so Brad is rarely in the 
spotlight of the American press. With his 
triumphant return from England, it’s time to take a 
look at America’s best hope for a World 
Championship. 


In 1971 on a CZ, Brad placed second, by a single 
point, to Mark Blackwell in the first American 
Motorcyclist Association (AMA) 500cc National 
Championship. The next year Brad took the 
National title by storm, amassing a total of 2,030 
points ahead of Gary Jones’ 829. Winning was easy 
for Brad in those infant stages of motocross in 
America. Yet, he chose to give up easy victories 
and, consequently, easy money to challenge the

European masters at their own sport in their own 
backyards. 

A former member of "Team Acid-Rock" in 1972 
with Kawasaki, Lackey has matured into one of the 
finest Open class riders in the world. Brad's growth 
to a World Class contender was not an overnight 
miracle. 

"You don't just go over to Europe and win a 
World Championship, you've got to pay your 
dues," said Brad recently relaxing at his 15 acre 
ranch in Clayton, California north of Oakland. 

Lackey is currently fourth in the points race for 
the World Championship, behind Heikki Mikkola, 
Gerrit Wolsink and Roger DeCoster. All 500cc 
motocross masters each with more than 10 years of 
Grand Prix racing experience in Europe. 


"You have to know when to | 
shut off as well as gas it.” 


Mikkola refers to the 500cc title as “the Big . 


One.” It is the most competitive motocross class and 
is the class in which Lackey had dedicated his life to 
winning the title — World Motocross Champion. 

Why did Lackey choose to race in Europe when 
he could win easily in the States? “I was in Europe 
in '71 and got to see what it was like a little bit,” 
answered Brad. "I rode about half of the 250 
Grands Prix that year and when I got home in '72 I 
had a little bit of European experience — I had 
gotten lapped a bunch of times, found out that I 
didn’t know how to ride very good yet, when, of 
course I thought I did. After riding in the States in 
"79 I won all the Nationals that I rode. Finished first 
American in eight of 10 Trans-AMAs. Crashed 
once and got second once the other two times, so it 
was a pretty easy year for me to beat all the 
Americans. I don't know why...maybe I advanced 
a little bit sooner than the other guys. 

"At the end of the season I thought; what else is 


' there to do? I had won all the races easily. It was 


nice and fun to win but I wanted to go back to 
Europe and try to beat those guys who were lapping 
me just a year before. That was the main reason I 
went back in '73 and ever since I could see that I 
was improving steadily, a little bit each time. I 
wanted to keep getting better, so I just got in the 
habit of riding the World Championship. I tried to 
improve my placing each year,” remembered Brad. 


Each year Lackey ded get better. It became just a 
matter of time for Brad to put everything together 
for an overall, that, until July 3, had escaped him. 

“I felt that I never really had it together enough 





in any GP to win two motos” he said. “It seemed 
that everytime that I did do good and had a good 
day, I had bike problems. Like in '75 I won a moto 
in Luxembourg and broke in the other one, in '76 I 
won in Finland and broke down in the second one. 
The days that I was really hot and liked the track 
and everything was going good. When I could win a 
moto and possibly win the other one or even have 
second or third and still maybe get the overall, bike 
problems stopped me. So the overall victory kinda 
escaped me I would say since '75, when 1 was 
capable of winning a Grand Prix. It took this long 
for everything to come together." 

Brad Lackey is a man who Roger DeCoster talks 
about as being "The only American rider capable 
of winning the World Championship. He is smart 
and dedicated." Praise like this from five-time 
World Champion DeCoster is remarkable. 

Brad 7s dedicated. In the United States he trains 
from 5:00 until 8:00 a.m. every morning at the 
Quail Ahtletic Club in Walnut Creek. The club is 
private and Brad's locker is in the middle of those 
belonging to Joe Morgan, Joe Rudi, Sal Bando, 
Reggie Jackson and many other professional sports 
personalities. After running six miles Brad works 
eut on the heavy punching bag, leg machine, and 
devotes a lot of time to his upper body. 

“If all I did was work on my legs, which are the 
most used in motocross, my body would be out of 
proportion," said Brad of his training. "So I work 
hard on my chest and arms as well. Nobody likes to 
train, but if you have a goal it makes it easier to 
work toward something. My goal is the 500cc 
World Motocross Championship. Every year I get 
better but the progress seems so slow!”

Racing motocross in Europe is totally different 
than in the States. "Most of the tracks in the States 
are the same. They don't tax your skills enough. In 
Europe you have to be smart and know when to 
shut off as well as where to gas it. The tracks are 
much more demanding, mentally and physically," 
Brad explained. 

Lackey's change to Honda this year has been a 
good one. Brad is happy with his bike and his 
contract. Now Honda has the first 500cc GP victory 
by an American to their credit as well. The GP 
Hondas have over 10 inches of travel front and 
rear. Jim Pomeroy and Brad Lackey proved the 
power at Carlsbad by ‘their starts. Brad's delight 
with Honda is easy to understand, because he has 
only broken down one time this year. 

“The Honda is a lot easier to ride than the 
Husky,” said Brad. “It took me a year to learn the 
Husqvarna, where the Honda I didn’t really get the 
works bike until one week before the Grands Prix. I 
rode three International races on the new Honda, 
which were on Friday, Sunday and Monday. Then I 
went to the first Grand Prix in Austria. I really 
didn’t get much practice on the bike at all. But it 
turned out to be easy to ride and I felt comfortable 
with it right away. The Honda has been a great 
help to me, especially since I switched brands of 
bikes. If I had switched to another brand I think I 
would have been hindered for at least the first half 
of the season.” 

Brad is currently on a oné-year contract with 
Honda to contest the 500cc Grands Prix. After a 
slow start early this year Brad has been remarkable 
in the recent Grands Prix. At Carlsbad he was third 
overall, after a bout with the flu in Italy. The next 
round was in Canada and Brad placed second 
behind Mikkola. The very next week he moved to 
the top step of the victory stand with an overall 
victory in England. His improvement this year has 
been steady as his learns his new Honda. 

"The first Grand Prix I really didn't do too 
much. I broke a shock in the second moto, still 
finished in the top 10, seventh I think. In the first 
moto I wasn't quite ready for it and drove poorly. 
From that time on I feel that I did pretty good until 
I got sick in Italy. In Holland for the second GP I 
tied DeCoster on points, but he was a little bit faster 
in the times and so I got a third in that race. The 
next week I went to Sweden and won a moto, in the 
other race the chaff came off. Heikki was pretty hot 
that day but I beat him in the first moto — he was 
second — so there was a possibility that I could 
have got the overall, Then I went to Finland the 
next week, Heikki was first and I was second. Then 
I went to Germany and broke my big toe and I had 
a flat tire 20 minutes into the second moto. That 
wasn’t a good day at all but I finished up fourth 
overall, I could have been in the top. three there.

Then we went to Italy and I got sick with the flu 
Saturday night before the GP and from that point 
on my conditioning dropped quite a bit.” 


In practice for the Italian GP Brad was hit in the 
forehead with a roosted rock. He suffered a mild 
concussion‘on top of the flu! That night Brad had a 
fever of over 100° and lost about five pounds of 
water, forcing him to skip the race and spot a lot of 
points to DeCoster and Wolsink. 

The flu really took a toll on Brad’s conditioning. 
Normally you don’t notice that it takes a long time 
to fully recover from the flu, but when you stress 
your body to the limits twice every Sunday in 40- 
minute motos the effect of any sickness is 
multiplied. -For the United States GP Brad had 
been on medications -all week to try and beat the 
last remains of the flu out of his body. 

“In the beginning of the season I was up there 
pretty good until I got sick. Then I was trying to 
recuperate and ride Carlsbad and Canada at the 
same time. Even in England I wasn’t physically 
ready yet. I came to Carlsbad knowing that I wasn’t 
in good shape and it was hot. You could see it in the 
race. I got really tired with 15 minutes to go in both 
races. I was leading the second moto and normally I 
never would have fallen. I was just tired and not 
ready yet and I fell down,” Brad said describing the 
spill that took Roger DeCostér down with him and 
out of World Championship contention. 

Brad centinued, "In Canada the same thing 
happened. I was second in the first moto when 
Roger passed me with two laps to go. Normally I 
would have been stronger and could have kept him 
back. In the second moto I was leading when Gerrit 
passed me. This year I've beaten Gerrit more than 
he has beaten me, so, I would have had better 
finishes those two races." 


Heikki Mikkola has a lock on first place in the. 


500cc World Championship but Brad has a very 
good chance of finishing the season in second or 
third place. Lackey usually has a strong finish and 
he likes the remaining tracks on this year's circuit. 
Last year he was second in Belgium behind 
DeCoster and was third at Luxembourg until Roger 
centerpunched him. 

Brad told the story: 

"In the first moto at Luxembourg I went into the 
third corner and Roger blew it when he went into 
the corner too fast and center-punched me. It 
ripped my bike's throttle cable off. So that moto I 
only made it three turns but I had a good start and 
I had good times in practice so I would have done 
well. In the second moto I was in second place when 
I got a flat and bent the swingarm axle so I didn't 
finish either moto. Usually I do pretty good there. I 
won a mofo there in '75 and I like the track. 

“The last race in 77 is in Switzerland and I 
haven't raced there yet. but now I need a vacation 
and time to get all my strength. back. This month 
will help me get prepared like I was at the first of 
the season. I'm glad I have this time to relax,” said 
Brad. 

Brad has been a member of the United States 
Motocross and Trophee des Nations team several 
times. This year the Americans who are competing 
in Europe in the GP’s have been obviously 
overlooked in team selection. Brad, who is 
currently fourth in the world, will not be on the 
U.S. team. Jim Pomeroy, “who has had years of 
experience in Europe in the 250cc Grands Prix, will 
not be on the team. The`American Motorcyclist 
Association (AMA) selects the team and the current 
tule is that the tearr will consist of the top two

finishers in the 500 and 250 Nationals. Brad shared 
these thoughts on the current selection process. 

"Whatever I say will make it look like I'm trying 
to make the selection look bad because I am not 
“going. But it’s not like that at all," said Brad. “To 
be honest, I think those races are serious races and I 
think it would be great to see America finally prove 
that they are really up there among all the other 
teams. With the system that AMA is using the U.S. 
team would have to be pretty lucky to win. The 
selections are made from.the previous year's 





National Championship. So at the time of the race * 


those four guys might be really slow or have just 
broken a leg or just getting over an injury, any 
number of things. That would make them not right 
at that tirne, or be the hot riders. The way it should 
work is that the U.S. should go to win the thing and 
whoever is the best in those two classes should be the 
representatives. But the AMA is not interested

enough in winning it — you can see that by the 
support they (AMA) give the teams, compared to 
the support the Six-Days receive. They spend a lot 
of money, send all kinds of AMA guys over, 
organize (I.S.D.T.) tours, everything: But for the 
motocross guys they don't do anything. The 
motocross program is the one that is making the 
AMA money. But they don't spend anything on the 
motocross teams or effort or try to get the guys 
together to go and get them uniforms, they are just 
not interested." 

Brad continued, “If they took the fastest guys 
and they thought I was one of them, fine I would 
like to go. But if they had three slow guys and one 
fast guy it would be worthless to go. They should 
have a meeting with thé top riders and discuss who 
would be the fastest in both classes and go for it.” 

The AMA has organized a tour for the 52nd 
International Six-Days Trials. No such plan is 
available at this time, nor has there been in the 
past, for the Motocross and Trophee des Nations. 
The Six-Days riders are perhaps the most 
underpublicized group competing under the 
jurisdiction of the AMA. In no way should this one 
time a year Six-Days event be overlooked, but 
neither should the motocross. effort. suffer while 
competing against other countries! 

Brad, and Jim Pomeroy have offered their help 
and experience concerning the Motocross and

Trophee des Nations to the AMA in the past years 
but the advice of the racers who have spent time in 
Europe competing in the Grands Prix was ignored. 
The only country that could possibly beat the best 
Americans would be the Belgium Team. No other 
country has the talent, in depth, that the United 
States has. It's about time we showed the world 
exactly how far American motocross has come. 

Back on the home front, on September 25 the 
"Trans-AMA Series will start in Ohio. Brad has 
always raced these event in the off-season from 
Europe. Last year the only fast Europeans 
participating in the series were Roger DeCoster, 





Gerrit Wolsink and Graham Noyce. From the first 
Inter-AMA races held in the U.S. the European 
racer interest has dropped steadily. Is this because 
they have elected to race elsewhere or because it 
isn't as easy to beat the Americans anymore? If 
there were no Europeans the series would be 


‘another National. 


"They are good races but it's just like all the 
motocross over here, except the Super Series — 
the rider entries are* dropping down and the 
spectators are losing interest,” said Brad of -the 
Trans-AMA. “The AMA will not pay any start 
money to anybody. It seems that the series is 
dropping interest and nobody gives a damn 


»anymore. Factories are putting a few guys in the 


support class, that's the only thing that really shows 
that someone is still trying to sell some bikes from 
the Trans-AMA. Other than that it looks like the 
series will die out. Say Roger and Gerrit didn't 
come. There would be no Trans-AMA. 

"I heard that the AMA is going to try and get 10 
Europeans over this year and pay them some money 
to keep the series alive. The AMA is almost waiting 
too late if that’s what they want to do,” Brad 
continued. “The American public still wants to see 
people who they don't know, now that the 
Americans are getting good and pretty fast they 
want to see the Americans beat them. So they want 
some guys over here for us to beat! If nobody is 
here, there is no excitement and nobody attends the 
races. The Trans-AMAs are really low budget, and 
they don’t do any advertising, compared to the 
stadium races. Those guys (stadium race 
promoters) spend so much on advertising, that’s 
why they get such big crowds. The other promoters 
are kinda taking it easy thinking because they have 
a Trans-AMA there will be a million people there. 
But it doesn’t work like that. 

“I finished second last year in the Trans-AMA, 
but that was because ‘of the new point system. I 
didn’t win any races, I just finished them all in the 
top five places. So I made a little money, nothing to 
speak of, but the Trans-AMA is a money making 
thing if you win the races. If you won half of the 
races you'd make some money. There are a lot of 
contingencies and if you win you get it all. The 
contingency money alone pays almost as much as 
winning the Superbowl." 

Regarding the European participation, Brad

said, "It's a big expense to get over here. You have 
to ship bikes, and really have to have factory 
support. So it must be that the factories don't want 
to send them over here. I don't know why, but all 
those guys are factory sponsored and if the factory 
wanted to send them, they would be here. You 
could get some riders who will come if they get some 
start money from the AMA or because they want to 
see America. But it seems that the factories have 
lost interest in sending those guys over here. That's 
kinda bad for everybody. There are a few guys like 
Gaston Rahier who are racing elsewhere but that 
isn't the reason they're not coming here. Probably a 
lot of the reason is the in the 500cc class Suzuki 
dominates with Roger and Gerrit. They are always 
winning and so people like Maico and KTM figure 
that Roger is going to win anyway so why go 
through the expense to-have their guys get beat? 
Heikki will never come because he likes his vacation 
time too much. The top two riders this year in the 

72505 are Russians, so you know they will never be 
sent over here for a long stay, so that limits the 250 
field. You actually run out of top riders."

This year the small factory of Ossa has picked up 


American rider Marty Moates to campaign in the 
250 GPs. In view of the fact that Brad had been 
with a European manufacturer (Husqvarna) for the 
Grands Prix I asked him to comment on Moates' 
performance in Europe. 

"I saw Marty at a few races. He is doing pretty 
good, especially for his first year on the GPs. He's 
got some fifths and sixths in some heats that I've 
read about. He was at one International race that I 
was at and he looked fast/ He would be doing a lot 
better but he breaks down all the time, his bike is a 
pile! Everytime I've seen him his bike has been 
blowing up, but he is getting some great 
experience," said Brad. 


In the future for Brad is the ongoing quest of the 
World Championship. As long as he improves his 
goal will remain the same. 

"If I get to the point where I start going 
backwards in my progression toward the top, then 
I'll stop racing," says Brad. "I'm not going to hang 
on and keep trying and trying when I see that it 
might not work out. When I see that I’m not going 
any farther forward I'll stop and re-evaluate my 
future. But for now I know that I can win and the 
future will take care of its self. Last year I broke 
down a lot, and I felt that I should have been third 
in the world. I felt I rode good enough to in fact be 
third. Everybody has problems so I'll forget last 
year, but this year will be different." 

After spending three days with Brad I was totally 
impressed with the professionalism of Lackey, the 
racer. Brad the father was a different side that not 
many people know about. His family (wife Lori and 
one-year-old daughter Lia) “is entirely the most 
important thing in my life” says Brad. 


“The demands of the Grands 
Prix have been tremendous 
on my wife.” 


“The demands of the Grands Prix on my wife 
have been tremendous, and she has been such a 
help in my career. For Lori to travel all over Europe 
in the motorhome taking care of Lia in a different 
country every week really takes love. But she has 
stood behind me and supported me throughout my 
career. She has made it possible for me to devote 
my energy towards the World Championship and 
has not demanded time and attention when she 
deserves it very much. That is why I need this time 
off the GP circuit.. Most people take seeing their 
wife for granted but for me it is a treat. With the 
addition of Lia the Lackey family is looking pretty 
good, don’t you think?” asked Lackey turning the 
questioner for a change. 

Brad Lackey is a quiet person, full of conviction 
and desire to better the sport of motocross. 
Nobody's joy was greater than Brad's over the fact 
that he was the first American to win a 500cc Grand 
Prix. The pride involved was enough to declare 
July 3 an official flag day. 

With three Grands Prix remaining don’t be 
surprised to see Brad Lackey, racer, husband and 
father on top of the victory stand wearing the red, 
white and blue of Team Honda and a cowboy hat 
made in the good old U.S.A. e

Gary Scott wins 
Cal Rayborn 
Memorial by a 
straightaway

“We couldn’t have kept going 
that way,” said Gary Scott after 
winning the fourth annual Cal 
Rayborn Memorial half mile at 
South Bay Park 117 Speedway by a 
straightaway's length over Art 
Fredenburgh. 

What Scott referred to was a battle 
with Kenny Roberts. Both were 
running far ahead of the pack, with 
Roberts (Yamaha Motors Yam) in the 
lead. Kenny's rear tire, a soft- 
compound Goodyear, started 
chunking. After a couple of scary 
slides, Roberts parked the machine, 
enabling Scott (Evel Knievel 
Spl./Boge-Mulholland H-D) to slow 
down and finish the race, which he did 
on a bald tire. 

Roberts and Scott were the only 
national stars in the Expert Main after 
Rick Hocking, winner of the past three 
races, blew his engine on the last lap of 
the heat race. 

Behind the Roberts-Scott duel were 
Art Fredenburgh (Shell Racing Yam), 
Steve Fortune (Sandak Racing H-D) 
and Vince Mead (H-D) in close 
formation. Mead dropped out and 
Danny Hockie (H-D) and Bob Sanders 
(H-D) moved up to fill fourth and fifth 
at the finish. 

The Junior winner, Jim Mertens 
(Yam), from Sonoma, Calif., was 
anxious all day. He jumped the gun in 
the semi and was sent to the penalty 
line. He won anyway. In the main, he 
was caught again and sent back. In 
what must rank as one of the great 
holeshots of the year, he went from the 
third row to the lead in the third turn. 
Craig Robinson (Yam) ran second all 
the way, keeping in front of Eddie 
Lawson (T&D Yam). Lawson tried 
several times to go around Robinson, 
but there was only one line through 
the groove and Lawson's outside 
attempts only lost time. Northern 
Californians Don Bailey (Yam) and 
Rod Spencer (Yam) finished fourth 
and fifth. 

Wayne Rainey’s Novice win streak 
came to an end courtesy of Kim 
Jorgenson. Jorgenson led the first lap, 
but Rainey (Yam) slipped by going 
into turn one. The duo ran away from 
the rest of the pack, but not from each 
other.

t 8:00 a.m. (which is a 

neat time to start a des- 

ert race), the dust bil- 

lowed six miles away. 
Sound travels 1100 feet per second, so 
30 seconds after the line exploded, the 
bomb spectators heard what sounded 
like the sound-track from Earthquake. 
Hauling the mail was #147, Bob 
Rutten making his old Anaheim Sport 
Cycle Husky go like the new ones. 
Larry Roeseler took his favorite line 
wide to the right, then Bill Satlzman 
zoomed by with Morgan “The Pirate” 
Malocco and Rich Jackson right 
behind him. Bob Balentine was 
following Roeseler, as was Tom Kelly. 
_ Several more riders used the right 
side of the bomb making it impossible 
to tell who they were. Keith Hart, 
running about seventh overall, showed 
no signs of his long layoff as he moved 
very fast across the desert. John 


Watkins and Dick Camp, who rides 
out of T&O Yamaha of Lomita, 
followed. (Don't know what T&O 
stands for but the way this guys runs 
the bomb it must stand for take-off). 
The next recognizable rider through 
was Tim Fitzpatrick, followed by first 
Amateur Ron Irby. 

A couple of miles past the bomb, 
Rutten's bitchen luck struck again — 
he whiskered a spark plug. Roeseler 
immediately took the lead with Bruce 
Ogilvie in pursuit. Just past Rutten, 
Keith Hart thought to himself, "tough 
luck." No sooner had Hart said this 
than his bike quit — the spark plug 
cap popped off like. a champagne 
cork. Hart got going again only to 
seize later on. 

The course continued on to the 
right, offering the racers a view of 
Mellville Dry Lake about a mile away. 
Three more miles of this and the 
course danced along the base of the 
foothills. Clearing this, the course 





picked up a sort of fireroad...not 
really a road but not really a trail 
either. Phil Cloward, Rick Jones and 
Pat McEvoy played follow the leader 
when the course made a sudden jog to 
the left, shooting through a small 
canyon then turning hard right. The 
course was surrounded by mountains, 
and the only way out was straight 
ahead over a rough, sandy road 
scattered with rocks. Ken Miller, Rogo 
and Mark Cotter recognized the steep 
sandy downhill to the left, used in 
previous races. Running third and 
fourth Heavyweight Amateur, Bud 
Wheeler and Sid Ahuero blasted up 
the 20-foot embankment leading out 
of sand canyon on up the barren ridge. 

Turning left, racers yelled 
“Geronimo” and shot down a 120-yard 
downhill of deep sand and fun. After 
Roeseler cleared this point, the pain in 
his left thumb was so severe, he 
couldn’t hold on to the grip at speed. 
Roeseler slowing his pace didn't bother 
Bruce Ogilvie in the least. Balentine 
wasn't too upset about it either, as the 
KTM pilot moved his mount by the 
ailing desert ace. 

The course was heading home now 
but the fast race pace was about to be 
slowed up by nature's desert version of 
Mammoth Mountain Moguls. Keep 
your feet close to the cases, knees 
tucked into the tank then visualize 
snow instead of sand and you can tune 
up for skiing this winter. Dave Conner 
led Vern Heth up the whoop-de pass 
that worked its way around the 
mountain above Means Dry Lake. 
Dropping down into the valley Dean 
Meltzer gassed his trail bike through 
Prairie Dog Lane. This section of 
smooth sand was lined with perfectly 
placed green sagebrush. From here on 
it was a straight shot to Bessemer Mine 
Road through the rollers adjacent the 
rock pile. 

Rutten was on the move again. By 
the time he hit the road crossing he 
had settled in between the Wyoming 
Kid (Rich Jackson) and Bill Saltzman, 
at sixth overall. Tom Kelly and Cory 
Timms had to take care of business as 
this new District "C" bike ace Bad 
Brad Henson was just looking for a 
chance to better his position. Brian 
Wright was in the chaperone slot 
holding off second "C" ace Mitch 
Payton. Most of the positions 
remained the same. 

The long, fast bomb run and the 
thick dust didn’t afford much passing 
luxury. Darting around behind the 
volcanic mountain Ogilvie gassed the 
Harley down the wide wash into the 
pits and home check. Oren Beck 
doesn’t know how to act when he 
doesn't get to fill the first bike into the 
pits. The racers filed through the pits, 
did their thing, put their bikes on 
cruise control, pointed towards the 
bomb and disappeared.

Shannon Eiechner (-16 125 D) was 
riding his third enduro and he thought 
the 26-mile first loop was great, and 
that the speeds, which ranged from 18 
to 30 miles per hour, were perfect. He 
also thought that the course, which 
included a couple of good rocky hills, 
short sandwashes and fast fire roads 
was a very "pretty" ride. 

The 32-mile second loop also 
contained a few surprises, thanks to 
John Nagle and Mark Vincellette who 
stay up nights thinking of ways to 
make the enduros a bit more 
interesting. 

The majority of enduros will never 
have a check point closer than three - 
miles from the start, thus enabling the 
rider to check his speedo meter and 
time-keeping equipment against the 
officials’. The first check was located 
at 3.2 miles, which caught many riders 
unprepared. Also in this surprise 
package was a three m.p.h. average 
for .2 miles. Though it made a few 
riders uneasy when they read their 
route sheet, it only went over railroad 
tracks that were no problem. \; 

Due to the heat, the course was kept 
fairly easy. It started off in 
sandwashes, then swung across 
Invader Valley to a pretty fair rocky 
uphill. After five or six miles of ridge 
running, the riders found they were 
looking down one of the steepest, 
sandiest hills they'll probably ever go ` 
down. At this point, Tony Encabo 
(250 C), found he was half buried in 
sand as he slid toward the check at the 
bottom. When he finally stopped 

_sliding, his engine had stalled so he 
ran pushing his bike into the check on 
is 59th second. 

Dave Baum had absolutely no 
problems. He zeroed both loops with a 
0.30 at the tiebreaker, making him the 
number one rider of the day. The

At 
the end of the first lap, Sims barely led 
Fishback with Ferrell and Woods 
closing in. 

The battle for the top spot 
continued throughout the second lap, 
as Sims and Fishback began a 
bumping contest coming off the 
corners. On the third lap, as the riders 
entered the first turn, Ferrell 
attempted to slide underneath 
Fishback for second, but "Big Jim" 
held his ground and Dubb slid out. 
Seconds later, Sims hit some added 
traction and went straight for the 
crashwall. 

Fishback then had the lead and 
Woods was chasing him. In another 
lap and half, Woods closed the gap on 
the outside, but it was Fishback for the 
victory. Gene had to settle for second, 
while Sims was awarded third and 
Ferrell fourth. 

Only Mark Cherry kept Fishback 
from scoring a double last Thursday 
night, as the Reseda racer held off a 
late race challenge from Jim to 
capture the five-lap Handicap Main 
Event. Cherry, back on his own 
machine after that wild incident the 
previous week on Mike Bast’s bike, 
moved through the pack nicely on the 
inside to claim his first Irwindale 
feature in several months.

Bakersfield is site 
of wilderness 
evaulation 
workshop 


PORTERVILLE, CA 


Bakersfield has been selected as 
the site of one of 17 wilderness 


evaluation workshops in Califor- 
nia. The purpose of the work- 
shops is to obtain public views about 
the various uses of roadless areas with 
the National Forests. 

The Forest Service has begun a 
nationwide inventory and study of 
unroaded areas within the 187- 
million-acre National Forest system. 
The inventory is the first phase of an 
effort, proposed by Assistant Secretary 
of Agriculture M. Rupert Cutler, to 
determine the suitability of individual 
roadless areas for wilderness or non- 
wilderness use. 

The Bakersfield workshop will be 
held on Saturday, July 30 at West 
High School, 1200 New Stine Road. 
Beginning at 9:00 a.m. the workshop 
will probably continue to mid- 
afternoon. It is being conducted by the 
Sequoia National Forest. 

At the workshop participants, 
working in small groups, will be asked 
to review the Forest Service Inventory 
and select and evaluate up to 10 areas 
for wilderness and non-wilderness 
uses. Once their evaluation 15 
complete, the groups will be asked to 
recommend areas to be instant 
wilderness, areas to be designated for 
wilderness study, and areas to be 
devoted to uses other than wilderness. 

Persons planning to attend the 
Bakersifled workshops should contact 
Mike Mortensson, Public Information 
Officer, Sequoia National Forest to 
register and obtain an information 
packet. The information packet, to be 
read before the workshop, will include 
a copy of the new Forest Service 
Inventory plus Fact Sheets on the 
roadless area inventory and study. The 
mailing address is Sequoia National 
Forest, Attn.

nervous novices. He did okay in the 
first moto, leading the race from wire 
to wire, but was relegated to fourth 
spot in the second run as Rick Nye 
(Suz) took the win.

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ROGGENBURG, SWITZERLAND,

uzuki's Gaston Rahier, 
World Champion in "75 
and 76, is now certain 
of adding another world 
title to his credit as he won both races 
on the Motocross Club Loewenburg's 
beautiful circuit near Roggenburg in 
the Swiss 125cc Grand Prix. (The 
following Sunday at the Mid-Ohio 
Valvoline U.S. Grand Prix, Rahier did 
clinch his third consecutive 125cc 
World Championship title... Editor.) 


Rahier has led the series since after 
the third round in Belgium when the 
leader Akira Watanabe was sidelined 
with torn ligaments in the muddy 
race. Gaston now has 12 first. place 
wins ‘out of 18 races. Watanabe won 
two races before he was forced out of 
the title chase because of his injuries. 
Gerard Rond of the Netherlands, 
250cc National Champion in Holland, 
is now second in the standings after 
posting four wins this season, coming 
on strong with his double win in Den- 
mark followed by a second and a win 
in Poland and a second and a win in 
Czechoslovakia. In West Germany he 
scored two second places behind 
Rahier. 


When the gate dropped in Swit- 
zerland, the riders jumped off the line 
into a very muddy circuit, the result of 
a huge rainstorm late Friday night and 
early Saturday morning. Rond 
powered his factory Yamaha into the 
lead with Rahier second and the rest of 
the field slipping and sliding behind. 
Three quarters of the way around the 
first lap Rahier passed Rond on an 
uphill section of the course and held 
the lead to the checkered flag. Rond 
was holding off hard-charging Finn 
Gote Liljegren on. his privateer KTM 
and Andre Massant on the other fac- 
tory Yamaha. Both Rond and Massant 
get theit machines from their respec- 


tive importers but they are special 


. machines from Japan. 


Rond was forced off his line by a 
slower rider he was about to lap and he 
slid off the course and rammed his 
hand into one of the wooden posts 
allowing both Liljegren and Massant 
to pass him for second and third 
positions. Gerard charged hard but 
couldn’t catch the Finnish and Belgian 
riders and had to settle for fourth. 


Gilbert De Roover finished fifth af- 
ter having to resort to his back-up bike 
when his main bike snapped its 
crankshaft in timed training. De 
Roovers Beta never missed a beat 
during the race. Sixth place went to 
Matti Autio of Finland on his Silja 
Line-sponsored Suzuki. 


Rahiers winning time for the 18 
laps was 47.07.5 with one second 
separating Liljegren and Massant with 
times of 47.09.1 and 47.10.3. Rond 
finished 14 seconds off their pace. in 
47.24.4. 


Rahier went unchallenged from | 
start to finish in the second race as the 
sun came out, dried the track and 
made the long hills super fast. Gaston 
completed 19 laps for the 40 minute 
plus-two-round race in 45.27.0 and 
Rond finished second 13 seconds off 
the pace in 45.42.1. Andre Massant 
finished third for the second time of 
the day with Autio moving up to notch 
the fourth spot after fellow Fin 
landsman Liljegren lost two places 
when his fuel petcock got turned off 
and he finished, in sixth behind Jiri 
Churavy. Rahier lapped all but the 
top nine riders. e

World Championship Road Race Grand Prix 
Sheene wins fastest-ever GP; 
Baker and Hennen second, 


third.

SPA-FRANCORCHAMPS, 
BELGIUM, JULY 3 


Barry Sheene tightened his 
stranglehold on the 500cc 
World Championship with a 
scintillating victory in the 
Belgian GP at Spa- 
Francorchamps on Sunday. But 
this was no start-to-finish romp 
for the Suzuki rider. He found 
Frenchman Michel Rougerie on his 
Suzuki four a hard- nut to crack and 
both broke the lap record in a scrap 
which lasted until midway round the 
ninth lap when Rougerie's engine 
suddenly cried enough. 

Rougerie's retirement left Steve 
Baker in second place. The Yamaha 
factory rider had charged through the 
field after a poor start, but the gap 
between Sheene, the championship 
leader, and the plucky American is 
now 29 points with only four more 
rounds to go. 

Behind Sheene and Baker came a 


48 superb battle between American Pat 


Hennen and Briton Steve Parrish on 
the Suzuki GB machines, and Finn 
Teuvo Lansivuori on the Life Racing 
Team Suzuki. 

Less than three seconds separated 
the trio after the 10 laps. of the high 
speed Francorchamps circuit, but 
hard as they tried, and Baker, too, 
they couldn’t get near Sheene, who lif- 
ted the absolute lap record to a 
staggering 137.06 mph. 

Swiss star Philippe Coulon, who had 
caused a major surprise in practice by 
unofficially breaking the. lap record 
and topping the leaderboard had a 
disappointing time. His Marlboro 
Total Team Suzuki kept cutting onto 
just three cylinders at the most inap- 
propriate moments, and he trailed 
home sixth, ahead of Dutch farmer 
Wil Hartog, who had his countrymen 
cheering in the early stages, when he 
led the pack. 

But Giacomo Agostini was far from 
pleased. His Yamaha was 1,000 revs 
below par, and he could manage no 
better than eighth. 

Sheene looks set for his second world 
title.

Kawasaki's Mick Grant failed to 
recapture the form of the Dutch TT 
eight days earlier. He hurtled into the 
lead from the start of the 250cc race, 
but dropped back to finish 14th. His 
Japanese teammate Wada was going 
much better, grabbing fourth place 
after 10 exciting laps. 

The man who won the race was, 
surprisingly, Walter Villa. The 
reigning 250cc world champion came 
bouncing back to form with a perfor- 
mance that rocked his younger rivals 
on their heels. 

He proved his pole position on the 
grid was no fluke by moving his 
Harley-Davidson swiftly through the 
pack to take the lead at the halfway 
stage, and simply pull away from his 
rivals, including Takazumi Katayama, 
and Italian Mario Lega. 

Mario's third spot keeps him in the 
championship lead, but Katayama is 
now only nine points behind him. It 
was perhaps a good thing that Mor- 
bidelli had something to show in this 
race. The team manager and 
mechanics were involved in a fierce 
discussion on the start line when of- 
ficials wanted to exclude-Paolo Pileri 
for failing to complete the warm up 
lap. 

He was allowed to start on the front 
row but was immediately black 
flagged. But Paolo ignored the signals 
to the halfway stage, and then he 
pulled out, when lying fifth. 

Uncini was with the leading group 
for a while, too, but Franco dropped 
back to finish seventh, just behind 
the hard riding Vic Soussan and Kork 
Ballington, who showed little respect 
for the factory Harley-Davidson. 

The difference in pace between 
Villa and Uncini's Harley, though, was 
confirmation of the paddock rumour 
that the Italian factory still has only 
one quick bike which was shared in 
practice by the teamsters. 


The sunshine attracted the usual 
130,000 - strong crowd for this world 
championship round, and continen- 
tals certainly appreciate the smaller 
solo classes. 

Most of them were sympathetic for 
Angel Nieto's sad day. The Spaniard 
could have perhaps ended the day with 
a double victory, instead all he had to 
show for some stylish, and forceful 
riding was a third in the 50cc class, 
and a runner up spot in the 125cc 
event. 

Nieto might have clinched the first 
world title of the year if things had 
gone better for him in the 50cc race. 
Though quick off the mark a first lap 
disaster put him down the field, and 
left him with too much to do to catch 
the Van Veen Kreidler pair of Italian 
Eugenio Lazzarini and Herbert Rit- 
tberger.

But Bianchi seems set for the 125cc 
crown again, even though his nearest 
challenger Eugenio Lazzarini scored 
eight more points for fourth spot. .
